rely has been adopted for the1 re-

Within its walls there will be 1,150 


individual crypts, with IS private sec- 
tions and four private rooms; open- 
ing from splendid corridors of marble 
and bronze that converge on the 
chapel, which occupy the central space 
of the edifice. 


The walks are constructed of ce- 


ment and steel. The interior is entire- 
ly of marble and bronze—brocadlllo 
trimmed with olive over a verde an- 
tique base. 


This marble alone cost more than 


$100,000. The building will cost $300.- 
000, exclusive of the real estate value, 
roads and landscape gardening that 
covers the two-acre site.

The building will cost $300,- 
000, exclusive of the real estate value, 
roads and landscape gardening that 
covers the two-acre site.
